Lenten Meditation

WITH J LSI S IN A HOSPITAL 


JOHN 5: I JS 


COULD there be a more appro­ 
priate way to observe Lent than 
by taking time each day to read a 
portion of the Gospels and thus 
walk through life with Jesus him­ 
self? In the fifth chapter of St 
John’s Gospel, for instance, we 
find Jesus visiting the largest hos­ 
pital in old Jerusalem. There, at 
the Pool of Bethesda, were gath­ 
ered together the sn k and afflict 
ed. the diseased and crippled, 
from ail the surrounding region, 
and in all stages of affliction and 
misery. 
Immediately Jesus, the Great 
Physician, with his divine ability 
to understand human need and to 
sympathize with human suffering, 
addressed himself to the most 
pitiful and hopeless of them all. 
a man who had been a helpless 
cripple 
for 
thirty-eight 
years. 
Bending over him with infinite 
tenderness, Jesus said, "Do you 
want to be healed?” This question 
could have been nothing more 
than a cruel reminder of his im­ 
potence and a heartless mockery 
of his helplessness; 
but, from 
Christ, it had real meaning for 
this man, as it has had real 
meaning for multitudes of dis­ 
mayed, defeated, suffering men 
and women across the centuries 
and still has for us today. Do you 
really want to overcome t h a t 
moral or spiritual or even physic­ 
al weakness which has blighted 
your life? Are you sure that you 
want to learn the secret of more 
abundant life? Or have you be­ 
come so accustomed to the life of 
the 
"hospital” 
that you 
have 
settled down to conform to your 
environment? "Do you want to be 
healed?” 
Then Jesus, with a divine im­ 
perative, said an astounding thing 
to this pitiful victim of adversity, 
“Rise! Take up your pallet! And 
walk!” 
Jesus 
commanded 
the 
man to do the impossible. But, 
jrith th* command, he gave him 


the needed strength to perform it. 
So, when this sam e Christ tells us 
to forsake the ways (rf sin and 
selfishness and to take up our 
cross and follow him, he also 
supplies us with his own strength 
to fulfill his commands. Whatever 
be the test, writh the command 
comes the assurance. "My Grace 
is sufficient for thee, for rn y 
strength is made perfect in weak­ 
ness.” 
But Jesus said more to Hie man 
in the hospital at the Pool of Be­ 
thesda, "Rise, Take up your pal­ 
let!” Once cured, his place was 
not among the maimed and para­ 
lyzed, except to help them. His 
place was out on the highways of 
the work-a-day world. Right here 
is where many have met failure 
and disappointment in their Christ­ 
ian experience. 
They have de­ 
clared their faith in Qirist as the 
Savior of the w’orld; but they have 
failed to change their moral and 
spiritual environment, or t h e i r 
way of life. Christ says "Rise! 
Take up your pallet!” 
And what then? Then comes this 
further command, "Walk!” Use 
this newfound strength to take 
your place in life as a Christian. 
Out beyond the confines of t h e 
hospital at the Pool of Bethesda 
there was a city to be served and 
a world to be saved! Surely it is 
of more than passing significance 
that the narrative goes on to say 
that "afterward Jesus found hun 
in the Temple”. He used his new­ 
found strength to worship a n d 
serve God. 
So this same Christ is saying to 
us in our weakness today, “Do 
you want to be healed? Then Rise, 
Take up your pallet, and walk!" 
Go into God s house and give 
yourself to His service! This Is 
the real challenge of Lent.

W. Ken Duffy 
As Secretary 


HARRISBURG (AP) - W. Ken 
Duffy, 
Wilkes-Barre, 
was 
fired 
Friday from his post as secretary 
of the State Board of Finance and 
Revenue, touching off a three-way 
political squabble. 
The five-member board reported 
it had voted unanimously to dis­ 
miss Duffy effective immediately 
from the $11,500 a year post he 
had held since May 20. 1957. Duffy 
contended the firing was political. 
The board accused Duffy of 
"chronic absenteeism, insubordi­ 
nate attitude, refusal to comply 
with rules to which all state em­ 
ployes are subject and other con­ 
duct which the board deemed im­ 
proper.” 
In a statement issued at Wilkes- 
Barre, Duffy countered that his 
dismissal stemmed from a dis­ 
pute he had with State Treasurer 
Grace Sloan over political contri­ 
butions from his staff. 
The third element in the case 
was Republican State Chairman 
George I. Bloom, who demanded 
"an immediate and complete in- j 
vestigation by the state attorney 
general and the district attorney 
of Dauphin County.” 
Mrs. Sloan, Duffy and the other 
members of the board, which re­ 
views claims against or by the 
state in tax and revenue matters, 
are Democrats. 
Mrs. Sloan is chairman of the 
board. Other members are Aud. 
Gen. Thomas Z. Minehart; Rev 
rnuo Secretary Charles M. Dough­ 
erty; Atty. Gen. David Stahl, and 
Commonwealth S e c r e t a r y E. 
James Trimarchi Jr. 
Duffy quoted a memo he said 
he sent to Mrs. Sloan March 7: 
"I am not new to politics, and 
am well aware of contributions 
and the system, but I have never 
seen funds collected in such a man 
nor . . . These people accepted 
your offer of security and paid 
their money, and the contract 
should be kept . . .”

Kill The Tax Bi 


..— 


Kfofwwlf ifrowfh means good bus!* 
ness, and the Administration’s tax bill 
soon to come before the Congress, is 
touted as a measure to spur economic 
growth. The fact that most business­ 
men and their organizations oppose the 
bill should raise considerable doubt that 
the measure will fulfill it* promise. 
Businessmen object that the 8 per­ 
cent investment credit proposal in the 
bills in reality a “subsidy and control” 
measure. With an eye on what has hap­ 
pened to farmers and to individuals in­ 
dustries subsidized and controlled by 
the Government, they want no part of 
this. 
They also point out that expansion 
of economic activity requires capital. 
All present capital is in use. The tax 
bill provides no new source of capital 
at all. In fact, the investment subsidies 
allowed to some business would have 
to I*? made up by all business, because 
the bill contains several devices to re­ 
quire all businesses to increase their tax 
payments. 
One such provision changes the treat­ 
ment of business expenses. The Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service already has the 
power to disallow any claimed expenses

which it does not deem legitimate, and 
that power is used. So the new- bill 
would only make it possible to claim 
taxes on expenses that always have 
been proper. 
American business would be stunted, 
too, by the provision which would allow 
the Government to tax the earnings of 
foreign branches before they are re­ 
turned as profits to this country. One 
congressman described this idea as 
simply informing American companies 
they must give up hope of winning for 
our country a share of growing world 
markets in the face of foreign competi­ 
tion. 
Killing this bill will not mean, of 
course, that no taxes will be collected in 
the coming year. It will mean that Con­ 
gress will then have an opportunity to 
consider a tax bill that will assure the 
economic growth which is the stated ob­ 
jective of the Administration. 
Such a bill exists—the Herlong-Baker 
tax measure, now in the Ways and 
Means Committee. This bill would make 
a start right away on income tax rate 
reform, releasing the new capital with­ 
out which economic growth will con­ 
tinue to be unsatisfactory.

Com ing Apart A t The Seams 


“ If ignorance paid dividends, most 
Americans could make a fortune out of 
what they don’t know about economics,” 
says Commerce Secretary Luther Hodg­ 
es in a recent Saturday Evening Post 
article. 
America, 
he 
says. 
“may be the 
greatest industrial power on earth, but 
for all that most of us know, our great­ 
ness might depend on growing bread­ 
fruit trees. Fifty years ago our ignor­ 
ance might have been excusable. Today 
it is intolerable . . . How can we choose 
a course so the United States can grow 
and prosper if most of our people are, 
to put it bluntly, economic boobs?” 
Now that is putting it bluntly, all 
right, but the Secretary fortifies his 
position by citing some examples of 
economic boobery. A survey among 
some college-eligible high school gradu­ 
ates, for instance, showed that “many 
think you can push up living standards 
simply by raising wages or increasing 
Government spending.” That sort of 
illiteracy, he says, “causes us to c > -e 


paths that damage the nation.” And 
he implies that everybody should have 
sense enough to know that “if we spend, 
we can’t save; if we buy this, we can’t 
have that; the more taxes we impose 
. . . the less money there is for private 
spending.” 
But how is the spread of those eco­ 
nomic truths to Ive encouraged ? For 
his part, the Secretary says, he's go­ 
ing to launch a “mass assault” in be­ 
half 
of 
economic 
education 
among 
“businessmen, 
union 
leaders, 
econo­ 
mists and educators.” 
Well, that sounds encouragaing. But 
there appear to be singular omissions 
from this list of intended adult pupils. 
Not a few Congressmen and Govern­ 
ment officials, including n o w and then 
even those of Cabinet rank, have plain­ 
ly demonstrated that they too think 
you can so m e h o w push up living stand­ 
ards simply by raising wages or in­ 
creasing Government spending. And 
what more conspicuous examples could 
t ere be for the rest of the country?

In such circum­ 
stances, the intimate secretary 
disappears; there is a laborer 
who is paid by the contractor 
who bill* the boss.

also no lapses between one girl 
and another.

The girl, of course, is dissatis­ 
fied, first because she knows 
that she is getting only a part 
of her wage; the rest goes to 
the contractor.

I prefer to think, in lieu 
of more factual data, that this is 
maintained, largely, by tradition 
and management. 
As a m atter of fact, the cliche 
of productivity if often used to 
keep wages down, while main­ 
taining 
excessive 
profits 
or 
executive salaries. 
If producti­ 
vity can be measured acurately, 
then worker satisfaction is one 
of the determinants. 
Ami this 
cannot be built on an Indecent 
wage, regardless of other emolu­ 
ments. 
But it is much like the argu­ 
ment of t he chicken and the 
e g g . 
One of the pronounced 
forms of employer abnegation of 
responsibility for paying 
ade­ 
quate wages is the ancient and 
disputatious practice of tipping. 
I would guess the greatest assist 
to a waitress es productivity is 
this. 
The 
recourses 
are 
unions, 
minimum wage, and wage-hour 
law 
coverages. 
It's 
an 
old 
story; what the people will not 
or can not do for themselves, 
must ive done for them.

The leaded glass w in­ 
dows as well as the basic style 
of the house are exam ples of 
medieval methods of construc­ 
tion brought from Europe by 
the early settlers. 
Plain plank floors w ere peg­ 
ged for strength and scrubbed

sm ooth surface. Since pine was 
so plentiful most of these early 
pieces of furniture were made 
from this handsome wood. 
T he chest in this picture Is 
one of the earliest types made
